BAKERSFIELD, Calif, ups - a 
major earthquake Jarred this city 
yesterday, killing two persons, in­ 
juring 32 and shattering buildings. 
Another 
sharp jolt 
rocked 
Los 
Angeles early today, but was not 
even felt here. 
Yesterday’s temblor wa* the sec­ 
ond big one in 32 days to hit Ba­ 
kersfield. The 10-second quake c a s ­ 
caded masonry and glass into th# 
streets. Some highways buckled. 
Walls fell. Roofs collapsed. P ara­ 
pets crumbled. 
Dust clouds boiled up, blotting 
out the sun. Damage la expected 
to run into the millions of dollar*. 
No Damage In I..A. 
On the other hand, today’s shock 
in Los Angeles, 125 miles south of 
here, apparently caused no dam ­ 
age, although it was strong enough 
to awaken hundreds of residents. 
The shock started at 3:10 a. rn., 
Pacific Daylight Time. 
While Bakersfield's business dis­ 
tricts were heavily damaged yes­ 
terday, residential sect.ens, for the 
most part, escaped unscathed. 
Police patrolled blocked off down­ 
town sections through the night to 
prevent looting of store* damaged 
by the two major quakes and 
dozens of aftershocks. 
The dead are Mrs. Edna Led­ 
better, 26, of nearby McFarland, 
caught under the collapsing roof of 
a store in which she was shopping 
and George Pat man Cozby, 67. a 
Southern Pacific Railroad engine- 
man 
of 
Bakersfield. 
He 
was 
trapped in the w'reckage of the 
Kern County Equipment Company. 
Few Area* Escape 
Mor#* than IOO city blocks in the 
business district* of Bakersfield 
and East Bakersfield, hardest hit 
by the quake, were roped off. 
Hardly a bastiles* block in the en­ 
tire city of 50,000 population es­ 
caped damage. 
City Manager C. Leland Gunn 
declared 
Bakersfield 
a 
disaster 
area and proclaimed a state of 
emergency. The County Board of 
Supervisors put ail county depart­ 
ments on an emergency basis and 
arranged for county offices to be 
transferred from the courthouse, 
already damaged in the July 21 
quake, to tents on a nearby park­ 
ing lot. 
Brick and meta! cornices top­ 
pled from many business build­ 
ings, 
and 
the 
walls 
of 
others 
crashed down into th# streets or 
onto nearby structures. 
At least four churches, some of 
them already damaged in the July 
quake, suffered from yesterday’* 
shock. At least one schoolhouse 
was so badly damaged the school 
board

board will make a survey of pos­ 
sible damage to other school build­ 
ings bc*fore the opening of classes 
Sept. 8 
Unlike last month * quake, near­ 
by communities reported no casu­ 
alties or serious damage from yes­ 
terday* trembler. The July shock 
caused ll deaths at Tehachapi, 40 
miles from here, and three else­ 
where, with total damage through­ 
out the affected area estimated at 
40 million dollars.

SAYS GAMBLERS' 


TAX LAW JUST 


ISN'T WORKING 


WASHINGTON IB—The Bureau 
of Internal Revenge says the law 
Congress wrote last year to m ake 
gam blers pay taxes — a move de­ 
signed both to put them out of 
business and to raise revenue — is 
just not working.
